PRESIDENT INDORSES 


Suggests That Relief Work 
Be Under One American 
Organization to Give the 
Best Service. 


By the Associated Press.- 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—A satis- 
factory agreement has been reached 
with the Soviet authorities at Riga 
under which the American Relief 
Administration will begin immedj- 
ately to fight famine among the 


children of Russia, Secretary Hoover 
announces. The agreement, he adds, 
accepts the conditions laid down by 
the American organization for safe- 
guarding the lives of relief .work- 
ers and insuring American control 
of food supplies. - 

The Secretary explains it may be 
a day or two before a formal agree- 
ment is signed, as important details 
such as means of _ transportation 
and location of serious famine areas 
remain to be worked out. 

The work of food relief in Russia 
will begin at once, Hoover says, add- 
ing that the New York office of 
the administration is already prepar- 
ing vessels to rush supplies to Dan- 
zig for trans-shipment into Russia. 
The quantity of food, however, which 
will be needed, it is understood, can- 
not be determined until a survey 
of Russian famine conditions is 
made. 

A letter from President Harding 
indorsing the effort to mitigate fam- 
ine in Kussia and asking unity of 
the relief work in one American or- 
ganization was made public by 
Hoover. 

“My particular purpose in ad- 
dressing this letter to you,” the 
President says, “is to emphasize my 
wish tha‘ the distribution in Russia 
of all charity arising in the United 
States should be carried on through 
one American organization. It is 
only through single American rep- 
resentation and administration that 
we can assure to both American and 
Russian people the best service in 
the use of their funds. 

“I am asking the department of 
State to co-operate in directing that 
passports be given for travel in Rus- 
sia only to persons who may be in 
the service of the American Relief 
Association. 

“It is also of importance that the 
American people should be protected, 
so far as we can do so, from those 
persons who may v :h to thrive on 
great disasters by creating unneces- 
sary organizations to collect char- 
ity.”

It was a cardinal principle of Brit- 
ish policy, the Premier continued, 
that Great Britain should act in as 
complete accord with the United 
States as possible. He did not know 
of any country in the world with 
whom it was more important to act 
in concert. He declared that the 
Surest way to make a success of the 
disarmament conference was first to 
reach an understanding on Pacific 
questions, and he hoped his view in 
this respect would be taken at the 
Washington gathering*— 

During his address Mr. Lloyd 
George revealed the fact that the 
conference of the Premiers did not 
discuss the Irish question. He said 
there was no burning desire to touch 
upon that difficult matter. 

The Premier defended the action 
of Gen. Smuts, the South African 
Premier, with regard to Ireland. He 
said Geh. Smuts had acted perfectly 
straightforwardly and honorably and 
that/everything he had done was with 
the full assent of the King and the 
ministry. 

The Anglo-Japanese Alliance. 

“When you come to the question 
of a renewal] of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance,” said Mr. Lloyd George, 
“you must take into account how it 
has operated. There was a real test 
in the late war. No man who watched 


what happened could come to any 
other conclusion than that it (the al- 
liance) was loyally and faithfully in- 
terpreted and carried out by our 
Japanese ally. The Pacific was being 
raided by fast German cruisers; our 
ships were being sunk and we had to 
depend on the help of Australia and 
New Zealand.”’ 

The Premier proceeded to tell how 
Great Britain’s immense fleet was 
strained to the very last ship, new 
and old, in the gigantic operations 
for protecting Great Britain's own 
shores in the North Sea, the North 
Atiantic and Mediterranean. 

“In the immense Pacific Ocean 
and the Southern Atlantic,” Lioyd 
George continued, “how were we to 
guarantee a half million colonial and 
a million Indian troops crossing 
thousands of miles of sea against 
the raiders. We could not have 
done it but for the fact that our 
Japanese ally came to our aid. 

‘The Australian and New Zealand 
premiers admitted it. They said ‘we 
would not have sent our troops with- 
out that guarantee.” And at the be- 
ginning of the war we certainly 
could not have given the guarantee 
but for the fact that the Japanese 
fleet came there to assist us in chas- 
ing the raiders. 

Turning Factor in War. 

“It was invaluable to us; it was 
one of the turning factors in the 
war. They loyally and faithfully to

“Is it to be suggested that we now 
should turn around and say to them, 
‘Thank you. You stood by us in

| increases. Never ‘pat’ a short 
| lob, always hit it hard. 
Confidence Is Needed. 

The greatest need in developing 
the overhead is confidence. Ex- 
pect to make your shot and do not 
be afraid to hit. Joe Carpenter of 
the Philadelphia Cricket Club. 
made a monkey of a man who is 
better than he was one year at 
Manheim in the city tourney, sim- 
ply because he lobbed so wel] his 
opponent missed several over- 
heads and got afraid of them. The 
result was he was driven back 
from the net and had to play a 
long, hard match from the base- 
line, which he barely won, instead 
of winning easily, as he should, 
because he lost his nerve over- 
head ahd was afraid to keep hit- 
ting. It was good generalship on 
Carpenter’s part and poor on his 
opponent's. He will never do it 
again. 

When you begin missing over- 
heads it is due to one of two 
things, either your posture is faul- 
ty, or, what is more likely, you 
are taking your eye off the ball 
through carelessness or lack of 
confidence. There is only one 
thing to do to correct the latter. 
Quit looking at the other man’s 
court before making your shot, 
but keep your eye on that ball 
and when it comes. to you “hit it 
a blow,” a good, healthy blow, and 
trust to beat the other man by 
speed. If you miss, why-just keep 
hitting the same fast pace until it 
goes in. 

A Point Winner. 

The overhead must be consid- 
ered purely as a shot to score 
points with, and the sooner you 
score off it the better, since ev- 
ery man misses a lot of overheads 
and to have to hit lob after lob 
will result in a miss sooner or la- 
ter, so hit for the point quick. 

This ends the series of offen- 
sive or attacking shots, with the 
exception of the occasional use of 
the chop stroke. That will be 
taken up as the “chop” under de- 
fensive strokes. 

The point,that has been empha- 
sized in all these articles on offen- 
sive strokes, is when attacking 
force the play all the time, shoot 
for the point quickly, but always 
remember a shot must win better 
than 50 per cent of the time used 
to be worth anything. fYour at- 
tack must be steady as well as 
brilliant, and it must depend quite 
as much on your brainwork as on 
your racquet work.

: PURE MILK FOR ST. LOUIS. 


The report of the sanitary survey of milk produc- 
tion and distribution in St. Louis by the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture is unfortunate if it gives the 
impression of relatively bad conditions in St. Louis; 
fortunate if it leads to the highest practicable im- 
provement of conditions. 

A fair perspective of a milk supply with reference 
to sanitation is largely a matter of “relativity.” 
Though 100,000 be a high figure in the realm of cur- 
rency or population it may not be a high figure in 
the bacterial count of a cubic centimeter of milk. As 


la matter of fact it is not, and milk that can stand 


this test of purity is considered of a high sanitary 
quality. 

Moreover, if the Department of Agriculture is justi- 
fied in characterizing local conditions as “extremely 
unsatisfactory” it would need even stronger language, 
to be relatively accurate, in characterizing the con- 
ditions of nearly if not every other large city in the 
country. A significant test of this claim is that our 
infant death rate is the lowest among the large Cities 
of the United States. 

Comparison, of course, is no sufficient defense for 
conditions which are demonstrably insanitary and 
which obviously permit of improvement. It is only a 
consideration which should spare us from hysterics 
and prevent the acquisition by the city of an unjust 
notoriety on the health map of the nation. 

The rules proffered by the Department of Agricul- 
ture for the further protection of our milk supply, 
though previously known to our local health authori- 
ties, cannot be too strongly impressed upon the minds 
of the public as well as of the milk producers and 
distributors. Also, they should impress upon the pub- 
lic the necessity of delegating to our public officials 
the authority for their enforcement through an ade- 
quate milk ordinance. 

There is already before the Board of Aldermen a 

new milk ordinance aimed to cover the same points 
as those contained in the ordinance suggested by the 
present investigators’ report: If this ordinance can 
be improved by the suggestions in the report the duty 
of the Aldermen is obvious—such improvements 
should be incorporated. 
One of the clauses of the new ordinance provides 
an incréase in the force of milk inspectors and dairy 
inspectors. This is one of the objectives toward 
whiéh the Post-Dispatch has long been pressing. The 
test of sanitary conditions is in the inspection of re- 
sults. It has been shown that dirty milk can be 
produced from apparently model conditions, while it 
is also possible, with care and intelligence, to produce 
clean milk from surroundings not recommended by 
their’ appearance. ‘ 

But there can be no deception in the bacterial 
count, and it requires inspectors to make that count. 
Of city milk inspectors there are now only two. 
Theré ought to be a half-dozen. : 

Aldermanic action in behalf of purer milk should be 
prompt and thorough, particularly with regard to 
providing officers and confdérring powers that will 
assure a strict enforcement of sanitary rules con- 
ceded to be necessary to the protection of the milk

1s A DESERVED REBUEE. 

Senator Reed’s denunciation of the presence of 
Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for -the Anti-Saloon 
League, at the legislative conference on the beer Dill 
may be criticised for its severity, but the offense 
called for vigorous rebuke.

Mr. Reed characterizes such 
amazing conduct as “fanaticism gone mad.” It is a 
harsh verdict but a true one. 

Unless the doors are to be thrown wid@ open and 
conferees subjected to the importunities of paid lob- 
byists, irresponsible agitators and every_manner of 
hobby rider the precedent established by Mr. Wheel- 
er must be overthrown. For, as Mr. Reed argued, 
if Mr. Wheeler, a the paid lobbyist of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, may enter a conference room, the paid 
lobbyist of the Saloon League, “if such a thing ex- 
ists,” may with equal propriety be present. The ultt- 
mate result is manifest. The conference &s an agency 
for reconciling differences between the two houses 
would either have to be abolished or continued as a 
farce. . 

It should be borne {n mind, too, that Mr. Wheeler’s 
conduct in this instance is not his first offense. The 
truth is that this man, with no legal credentials of 
any kind, has been cracking his whip over a sub- 
missive Congress for several years. And it is hardly 
to be expected that a man who has no regard for the 
Constitution, when that instrument interferes with 
his plans, would be restrained by a nfere congres- 
sional custom. 

Mr. Reed has read the gentleman a needed lesson, 
but the arrogance of Wayne B. Wheeler is largely the 
handiwork of the cowardly pliancy of Congress.

SECRECY THEN AND NOW. 

An Associated Press dispatch from Berlin states 
that no indication of the nature of treaty negotia- 
tions now being conducted with the American Gov- 
ernment has been given out. “In. answer to in- 
quiries,’’ says the dispatch, “it was asserted that com- 
plete secrecy was maintained at the special request 
of the American Government.” 

The opposition which heckled -President Wil- 
son first for being so unsophisticated as to believe 
open diplomacy possible and second for not adhering 
to his platform, it seems, is now leading Machiavel- 
lian Berlin in a proceeding of secret covenants secret- 
ly arrived at.

Louis Houck pronounced “one of the most 
learned and accomplished residents of Mis- 
souri.” This is Judge Tucker’s interpretation 
of the seal, with respect to which many of us 
have wondered and wondered for a good many. 
years: 


“The arms of the State of Missouri! and of 
the United States, empaled together yet sepa- 
rated by a pale, denote the connection exist- 
ing between the two became: and show 
that although connected by a compact, yet we 
are independent as to internal concerns; the 
words surrounding the shield denote the ne- 
cessity of the union. Quadrupeds are the most 
honorable bearing. The great grizzly bear, 
being almost peculiar to the Missour! River and 
its tributaries, and remarkable for its pro- 
digious size, strength and courage, is borne 
as the principal charge of our shield. 

“The color Dlue signifies vigilance, persever- 
ance and justice. The crescent in heraldry is 
borne on the shield by the second son, and on 
our shield denotes that we are the second State 
(Louisiana being the first) formed out of the 
territoPy not within the original territorial 
limits of the United States. The crescent also 
denotes the growing situation of the State as to 
its inhabitants, wealth and power. The color 
white signifies purity and innocence. The 
helmet indicates enterprise and hardihood. The 
one blazoned on this coat of arms that is as- 
signed to sovereigns only. The star ascending 
from a cloud to join the constellation shows 
Missouri surmounting her 4ifficulties and tak- 
ing her rank among the states of the Union. 
The supporters, the same powerful animals 
borne on the shield, on which are emblazoned 
the arms of the State and of the United States, 
denote that while we support ourselves by in- 
ternal strength we are aiso in support of the 
general Government. The motto shows that the 
good of the people is the supreme law of the 
State. The numerals under the scroll show the 
date of the Constitution.”
